JACKSONVILLE, Iil., Oct. 14 @.— 
Dr. Alexander Meiklejohn, chair- 
man of the experimental college at 
the University of Wisconsin, speak- 
ing today at the four-day centennial 
celebration of Illinois College, called 
for an educators’ war against the in- 


fluence of material wealth on the na- 
tion. The address, delivered be- 
fore more than a thousand centen- 
nial visitors, alumni and students, 
extolled Plato’s republic, which 
would give the wealthy no authority 
and the authorities no wealth. 

‘“‘We are a newly rich people,” 
Professor Meiklejohn said, ‘‘and we 
are in serious danger. All agencies 
of enlightenment are failing because 
we are rich. Riches and education are 
in conflict with one another. Mate- 
rial wealth blinds men’s eyes. Shall 
the blind lead the blind?’’ 

Likening America to a rich man’s 
house containing, besides the rich 
man,.a tutor and a son, Dr. Meikle- 
john branded .as an evil the rich 
man’s control.over the tutor. 

“I would not destroy this new- 
| found wealth,’”’ Dr. Meikleiohn ex- 
|Plained. ‘‘I would destroy the con- 
| fusion it has caused and learn how 
to use the wealth to make us a truly 
great nation. 

‘‘Can we have books which are not 
written for profit, newspapers un- | 
trammeled by influence of money, an | | 
art whose only motive is to depict 
things as they are, a preaching 
which has neither desire nor need to 
please, courts of justice whose in- 
tegrity and impartiality are beyond 
the shadow of a doubt, institutions 
of learning which devote themselves 
to the study of whatever is impor- 
tant for human living and which re- 
port their findings with faultlessness 
and self-respect?

New York’s prison administration 
in general and the Tombs in par- 
ticular were criticized by Norman 
Thomas, Socialist candidate for 
Mayor, at a meeting last night of 
the Women’s City Club, 22 Park Ave- 
nue. Declaring that the recent prison 
riots made the question of jail condi- 
tions particularly important, Mr. 
Thomas. attacked Mayor Walker’s 
record on prisons as “laggard and 
retrogressive.’’ 

After paying tribute to Richard C. 
Patterson Jr., the commissioner of 
the Department.of Correction, in 
charge of prisons, as an honest and 
sincere official, Mr. Thomas said 
that Mr. Patterson’s good intentions 
have been largely nullified by the 
political influence of Tammany Hall. 

This influence, he said, has been 
in the matter of appointment of 
guards and their superiors, most of 
whom he charged are merely “acting” 
wardens who never get full appoint- 
ments because they never could pass 
the examination. Money and re- 
sources, he asserted, are lacking, be- 


cause Tammany Hall and its agents 
refuse to vote ihem. Guards are 
underpaid..so that the best men 
leave the service, while poorer and 
dishonest men tend to remain, 


Holds Building Logs. 


“Partly through the influence of 
Commissioner Patterson and the 
pressure of such men as Hastings H. 
Hart,’’ he declared, “as well as 
numerous agencies, money was fi- 
nally appropriated for a new prison

‘“‘We have built plenty of sewers | 
during my administration,’’ Mr. 
Harvey told the audience. ‘‘Inci- 
dentally, based on our experience 
and what we have paid, we could 
have built the Jamaica sewer, which 
cost $16,000,000 under Connolly, for 
$6,000,000, a saving of $10,000,000 to 
the homeowners. We have cut the 
price as much as 571 per cent per 
foot. You paid $22 a foot in 1926 for 
the construction of a twenty-two-foot 
sewer in Farmers’ Boulevard, Hollis. 
This year you paid $3.85 per foot for 
the same sized sewer in Sutter Ave- 
nue. You get the difference of $18.15.

CHARLOTTE, N.C., Oct. 14.—Fred 
Erwin Beal, Communist strike leader 
and member of the National Textile 
Workers’ Union, took the stand in 
his own defense today and pleaded 
that he ‘had nothing. to” ‘do with the 
death of Chief of Police O. F. Ader- 
holt of Gastonia and ‘three police 


officers in the battle between strik- 
ers and the police on the union 
grounds on June 7, 

Beal and six others are.accused of 
murder and assault with intent to 
kill. He testified that when the bat- 
tle was in progress he and several 
other strike leaders were hiding on 
the floor of his office in the union 
building, dodging the gunfire that 
was raging outside. 

He denied that the National 
Textile Workers’ Union was a Com- 
munist organization and repudiated 
doctrines regarded bv the prosecu- 
tion as part of the Communist faith.

Court Limits State on Red Issue, 


Beal’s ordeal followed prolonged 
colloguy between the prosecution and 
Judge. M. V. Barnhill.on the admit- 
tance of communism and the Com- 
munist teaching of race equality into 
the evidence as material for the im- 
peachment of the defendants. 

While-ruling out the race issue en- 
tirely, the court held that the prose- 
cution could not dwell on the affilia- 
—* of the defendants with any So 

unist organizations, but had 
limit itself only to such —3—

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THE TARIFF TANGLE. 


It is several weeks since an in- 
dignant Republican Senator made a 
speech in. the Senate on “ The High 
Cost of Delay.” It was the old story 
about business and industry stop- 
ping in their tracks until they knew 
what the new: tariff was ..to be. 
Every day’s postponement of action 
meant heavy losses. Merchants and 
manufacturers were wholly unable 
to make plans for the future while 
the Senate dawdled. It would be a 
reproach to the Republican party 





and a severe blow to President 
Hoover if the Senate did not soon 
gird up its loins and press the tariff 
bill to enactment. 

Well, the Senate is still making 
motions like debate, and business is 
going on as if, in general, it did not 
care a straw about the tariff. Ap- 
parently the Senate has wearied the 
country out. There is no marked 
enthusiasm for the tariff bill, just as 
there is no really violent opposition 
to it among the people—except an 
appearance of both is here and there 
artificially created. No popular sen- 
sation is provoked when the Repub- 
lican leader, Senator WATSON, de- 
clares that no bill at all can be 
passed during the special session of 
Congress, and that no man can tell 
whether one can be passed in the 
regular session. The entire subject 
seems to have become stale, flat and 
unprofitable. People turn from it to 
think of other things. 

From a partisan point of view the 
plight of the Republican majority in 
the Senate is pitiable. It cannot hold 
its own forces together. Defeat after 
defeat has been inflicted upon it, and 
the President himself has been dis- 
tinctly rebuffed, by a combination 
of Democrats with Republican de- 
serters. Such a weakening division 
of the party, however, was only to 
have been expected after last year’s 
election. During it there was a seem- 
ingly successful attempt to bind to- 
gether discordant Republican ele- 
ments. They were temporarily united 
in order to beat Governor SMITH. 
But there was between them a great 
gulf fixed, which was sure to open 
wide when it came to matters of 
legislation. How can two men walk 
together except they be agreed? 
Republicans are not agreed about, 
the tariff. Their differences were 
patched up for the time being last 
yar, but now they are visible and 
virulent again. 

The result has been destructive 
to party morale. Even protectionist 
Senators are losing heart and saying 
that the bill might as well be aban- 
doned so that Congress can ad- 
journ. These “defeatist” Republi- 
cans rouse only a certain amount of 
resentment among their colleagues. 
Senator REED of Pennsylvania blazes 
with wrath because he and Senator 
SmoorT are left to do all the work 
of withstanding Democratic attacks. | 
But this orly serves to accentuate, 
without relieving, the unhappy situ- 
ation in which the Republican lead- 
ers in the Senate find themselves. 

They rather feebly. charge the 
Democrats with factions. opposition, 
even to the point of filibustering. 
But this charge is virtuously denied. 
No Senator “would stoop so low as 
to indulge in a filibuster. He merely’ 
speaks for three or four hours on 
some.minor point, or brings up.other 
matters of business to shove the 











main-question to one side for a day: 
or two. The Democratia Jeader, 
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Sener ROBINSON, professes to be 


not only ready but anx ious to have 
a vote on the bill. But Senator 
SMooT wrings his hands and says 
that he could never get the insur- 
gent Republicans to. agree to that. 
The only ‘man who sees his way 
through the tangle is Senate BORAH. 
Just grant him permission to take 
the bill and. sit down quickly and 
write it all over in accordance with 
his heart’s desire; and he undertakes 
to pass it and put it before the 
President for signature within ten 
days. All the other Senators would 
declare this to be ridiculously im- 
possible, but that, of course, would 
merely confirm Mr. BorAH in the 
certainty that his view is the only 
right one. 


A NEEDLESS CENSUS. 


There is a delegation in Washing- 
ton today to which New Yorkers, 
interested in simplification of their 
State Government, will wish god- 
speed. It is there to confer with the 
Federal authorities to see if some 
arrangement cannot be made where- 
by the State can use the Federal 
census as the basis for reapportion- 
ment. If that can be accomplished, 
the State may proceed to abolish its 
own independent enumerations, which 
have a rather unsavory reputation. 
Democrats for a long time urged this 
step; the Republicans opposed it 
until the Knapp scandal cast its 
shadow over the present system. 
Senator KNIGHT, chairman of the 
special commission appointed by the 
Legislature last Spring, is hope- 
ful of success. Abolition of the State 
census would be in the interest of 
economy. | 

A number of difficulties must be 
overcome. 

The State census is embedded in 
the Constitution, which must be 
amended before it can be dispensed 
with. The policy in New York State, 
also a matter of explicit constitu- 
tional provision, is to exclude aliens 
from the basis of apportionment, 
and there are rather complicated 
provisions which require the taking 
of the enumeration in cities by 
blocks, All of these matters will be 
the subject of conference with Mr. 
STEUART and his aides in Wash- 
ington. Senator KNIGHT properly 
wishes to make sure of his ground 
before making so important a move.

AN AUSTRALIAN LABOR 
GOVERNMENT. ~ 


Saturday’s general election in 
Australia substituted a Labor ma- 
jority of a dozen in the lower house 
of the Commonwealth Parliament 
for virtually the same Nationalist 
majority produced by the election of 
less than a year ago. For the fifth 
time in the twenty-eight years of 
federated Australia the Labor party 
will be in power, but the last time 
was more than a dozen years ago. 
The same man who sent the party 
into its long exile at the crisis of the 
World War may be said to be in part 
responsible for its return. He is the 
picturesque and redoubtable W. M. 
HUGHES. In 1915 he became leader 
of the Labor party in succession to 
ANDREW FISHER, three times Pre- 
mier, who went to London as Aus- 
tralian High Commissioner. The zeal 
with which HuGHES bent to the 
prosecution of Australia’s war ‘effort 
made him a world figure. He could 
not, however, carry his party with 
him in support of conscription, which 
was twice rejected by popular refer- 
endum. Thereupon he organized in 
1917 the Nationalist party. His se- 
cession from the Bruce leadership a 
few weeks ago forced a new appeal 
to the country.

RESURGENT GERMANY. 


It is a remarkable picture of the 
German genius for organization, 
adaptability to new conditions and 
capacity for taking long and large) 
views that is painted by the Berlin | 
correspondent of The London Times. 
As is known, in the last half of 1928 
and in much of 1929 the high eco- 
nomic activity of 1926, and in par- 
ticular of 1927, was temporarily 
abated. Factories and plants had 
been re-equipped. Thus orders to 
industries that had been employed 
in that work were diminished. The 
bad Winter weather interfered wita 
the home market. Until the repa- 
rations question was settled, new 
enterprise was discouraged. Instead 
of lending money, the United States 
was keeping it for speculation. As 
the rates for money went up, the 
Reichsbank, losing gold, had to raise 
its discount rate. Yet these draw- 
backs had less effect than might 
have been supposed. 

The slowing-down of the ‘“‘ boom” 
was not undesirable. The savings 
banks, workmen’s banks, coopera- 
tive associations show - striking in- 
creases. The gross premium income 
of the life insurance companies was 
greater by $50,000,000 than in 1913, 
though their capital and reserves 
had not reached the figures of that 
year. The great industries came off 
well. Though a little less coal was 
produced in 1928 than in 1927, if the 
production of lignite be included, the 
joint output of both was greater by a 
million tons. The engineering indus- 
try did better than in 1927. The con- 
sumption of electrical energy was 
greater. The shipping yards were 
busier. On Jan. 1, 1929, the mer- 
cantile marine was estimated at 
3,800,000 tons. The motor vehicle 
industry has. more than doubled 
since 1926. When Germany gets into 
her full stride, her competitors will 
have their hands full. 

Just as soon as the protected home 
market began to sag, the German 
manufacturer showed what the Brit- 
ish commercial counselor at Berlin 
calls “extraordinary capacity for 
“penetrating foreign markets when 
1 ee gee his mind to it.” Thus, in 
1928, imports decreased by $58,000,- 
000, in spite of much borrowing of 
foreign money; and exports in- 
creased by more than $350,000,000. 
‘The Ruhr industrialists and the 
Rhineland-Westphalian coal syndi- 
eate.are working toward a coordina- 
tion of the stéel.iand iron industries 
by. a. partnership in, coke. It is 
hoped to sell great quantities of 
coke-oven gas for power purposes, 
to deliver it, for example, from the 
Ruhr. to Hanover. From the same 
gas the production of synthetic am- 
‘monia “is expected to reach 70,000 
tons of fixed nitrogen” a year. The

the State Legislatures. It controls 
a straight majority in South Austra-

toria. Its return to power in the 
Cémmonwealth has probably been 
delayed by a series of strikes, nota- 
bly the Queensland railway strike 
and a country-wide dockers’ strike, 
marked by violence and, on the part 
of a small element, by the promul- 
gation of Communist doctrine. Aus- 
tralian labor, in this respect, was 
| passing through the same fever 
| Phase as organized labor in Great 
| Britain, though the recovery came 
| somewhat later than British recu- 
peration after the general strike of 
1926. 

Similarly, it is reasonable to con- 
clude that Labor’s victory in Satur- 
day’s election may be due in part to 
the prestige of a Labor Government 
in Great Britain and may have re- 
ceived additional impetus from the 
acclaim that has met RAMSAY MAC- 
DONALD on his American adventure 
Basically, however, the overturn 
must be attributed to the tactical 
error of the Bruce Nationalist Gov- 
ernment in advocating the virtual 
abolition of: Federal arbitration. 
Governmental mediation in industrial 
disputes goes so far back in the com- 
paratively brief history of the Aus- 
tralian people that its proposed 
abandonment would seem almost in 
the nature of a revolution. 





NEW YORK’S SEAMY SIDE. 

Great cities always have their 
dark and even hideous aspects. 
Practical sociologists realize that 
their elimination is a slow process, 
depending more upon mass enlight- 
enment and wise laws than upon 
the exercise of police powers. In 
this city it is fortunate that there 
exists so active and sensible a group 
as the Committee of Fourteen, which 
at least once a year reminds the 
people of the status of vice. It is 
not pleasant to look down when 
the cover of the sink-hole is lifted. 
Booster clubs and persons in office 
prefer that these things be not men- 
tioned, lest they hurt the good name 
of the town. But the Committee of 
Fourteen, being non-political and de- 
voted to a higher purpose than self- 
ish suppression, goes about its use- 
ful business of turning on the light 
in the hope that gradual good may 
come of general knowledge. 

Its current ‘report paints an ugly 
picture for the existence of which 
various causes, aside fromthe de- 
ficiencies of human nature in great 
civic clusters, will be assigned. Anti- 
prohibitionists, reading of the alli- 
ance between the speakeasy, the 
crooked employment agency and the 
organizers of prostitution, will blame 
the apparent aggravation of loca 
vice conditions.on the liquor laws. 
Professional Tammany baiters will 
seek to load the entire burden upon 
the politicians. In this connection it 
is important to note the good words 
spoken for Police Commissioner 
WHALEN by the committee. Its tes- 
timony is that he, at least, is cooper-

ticularly in Harlem, where for sev- 
eral: reasons it seems to flourish

Fake employment agencies, mo- 
bilizing night-club and speakeasy

The committee, 
true to its reputation for common 
sense and worldly knowledge, pro- 
poses no new laws; the police have 
plenty of law for their operations. 
As for the prohibition laws, it has 
never “ taken sides”; but it permits 
the record to speak for itself. 

New York is a long way frem 
being Spotless Town. Even the 
“ Wonder City ” of Mayor WALKER’S 
political press agents has a scabrous 
side. The committee cannot cure the 
evil all at once, but its reports help 
to keep the spots from spreading. 


THE RUSSIAN AVIATORS. 


Russia must be reckoned with as 
a flying nation. The arrival in 
Seattle of the Land of the Soviets 
from Moscow with a crew of four 
should not be regarded as a feat 
standing apart from the general de- 
velopment of Russian aviation. Reg- 
ular commercial: airlines date from 
1922. In seven years the expansion 
has been tenfold. According to re- 
ports in the Communist press, the 
members of the society known as 
Osoaviakhim—an organization to 
prepare for war—rose to 4,000,000. 
This may have been an exaggera- 
tion, but there is no doubt that there 
were many “drives” for money to 
build planes. Meanwhile the use of 
airplanes for commercial purposes 
was recognized as necessary in a 
country none too well provided with 
railways. Three State-controlled 
transport companies were formed— 
the Deruluft, Dobrolet and Ukrvos- 
dukpvt. The first is part German 
in management, and its services are 
European; the others send planes 
into Central Asia, the Caucasus and 
Siberia. Planes reach Enzeli, a 
Persian port on the Caspian Sea, 
and finish at Teheran. There are 
plans to make connections with 
Peking and Tokio by the Siberian 
route. 

Rates are reasonable, and “ safety 
first”? governs operation. In 1927 
and 1928 not a single fatal accident 
was reported. In 1928 the number 
of passengers carried was 16,500. As 
to the Osoaviakhim society, the gov- 
ernment declares that its purposes 
are defensive. Commercial aviation 
has profited. from its propaganda. 
The Russians are tremendously in 
earnest about aviation. The flight 
of the Land of the Soviets will be | 
used as an advertisement. 


The ultimate destination of the | 


Russian airplane in the United: 
States is New York City. The Rus- 
sians seem to have been a long time 
on the way to the Pacific Coast, but 
the plane which reached Seattle en- 


countered tempestuous weather after 


leaving the Asiatic mainland and in 
making for the United States via 
the Aleutian Islands. The first Land 
of the Soviets was wrecked in a 
forced landing 170 miles from 


*\Irkutsk early in August. On the 


24th a second start was made from 
Moscow in a plane of similar con- 
struction. Seldom, if ever, have 
aviators faced such hazards as 
SEMYON SHESTAKOV and his com- 
panions triumphed over before com- 
ing down at Seattle. Delayed on the 
shore of the Sea of Okhotsk by a 
cyclone, they set up a powerful 
wireless plant to keep them in touch 
with Siberia after leaving it. Cross- 
ing the Sea of Okhotsk at a speed 
of more tgan 100 miles an hour, they 
ran into a violent electrical storm. 
Fog bothered them in the Aleutian 
Islands. The 750 miles from Petro- 
paviovsk to Attu they did at an av- 
erage of 112 miles an hour. There 
must have been a stop there, for 
three days passed before they gained 
Unalaska. At Dutch Harbor a storm 
held them up. There was engine 
trouble at Sitka. Ten hours and ten 
minutes was their time for the thou- 
sand miles from Waterfall, Alaska, 
to Seattle. Theirs has been a great 
achievement, and New York should 
give them a hospitable welcome.

Thanks to the 
keen interest of Dr. WILMER himself, 
much is already being done in the 
training of specialists, For doctors 
who wish to become experts in the 
diseases of the eye there is no 
greater opportunity—or privilege— 
than to become associated with this 
institute named for and inspired by 
the great master. 

To these young men, as to the 
thousands of patients who have 
been treated by Dr. WILMER, contact 
with his personality has meant much. 
His calmness, his sympathy, his 
confidence have done much to bring 
comfort to the hopelessly afflicted 
and given new courage to those fac- 
ing a difficult cure. Those who have 
gone to him have had faith that he 
could treat them successfully. 

Members of the Wilmer Founda- 
tion who for the last seven years 
have been working to make possible 
the firm establishment of this in- 
stitution deserve the thanks of the 
many who will profit from it, directly 
or indirectly, in years to come. 
Even though they reply that the 
credit is all due to Dr. WILMER, the 
fact remains that their devotion and 
energy have furnished the founda- 
tions on which the institute has been 
built. Johns Hopkins has acquired 
new fame through the opening of the 
Wilmer Ophthalmological Institute.

Persons sure of their judgment 
and willing to buy without first. try- 
ing a picture in the home were per- 
mitted to pay in twenty-four instal- 
ments. Both plans have worked well. 
Not only individuals but cities have 
taken advantage of the new policy. 
The enterprising artists have done 
well for themselves and also for the 
art-loving German people. 


THE JADWIN PLAN. 


Scheme of Flood Control Held to Be 
Based on Wrong Premises. | 
To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

THe Tres editorial of Oct. 4 
“Opposing the Jadwin Plan’ re- 
flects a genuine knowledge of the 
flood problem. : 

The basis upon which the Jadwin 
plan was built is wrong. It assumes 
that the floods form ‘at Cairo, whereas 
many small floods originating in the 
tributaries and source streams com- 
bine into great floods at Cairo. 

It assumes that the*surplus drain- 
age from the Spring rains should be 
treated as a liability to.be gotten rid 
of as quickly as possible. That sur- 
plus is the year’s water supply and 
in every practical way should be con- 
served, controlled and utilized. 

There are serious problems ot 
power, irrigation, steam-flow regu- 
lation and of-soil erosion in all the 
valleys of the tributaries.’ The Jad- 
win plan makes no provision for 
those problems. 

Thus far everything man has done 
in the great valley has had the effect 
of destroying nature’s provision for 
the retardation of the drainage flow. 
The forest have been cut out, the 
grass mat destroyed, lakes and low 
places have been drained, and in 
every way the enormously important 
national asset of a year’s moisture 
supply has been —— to be a waste 
and a destroying

its own local problems. Each Senator 
and Congressman is influenced by sec- 
tional considerations.. Comprehensive 
vision and large economic goal are 
wholly lacking. 

The best we can hope from Con-

Art. Commission, I trust Taz Truss 
will lend support to the ‘création by 
the City Government of what may 
be called a memorial and art Plan- 
‘ning commission, which is impera- 
tively needed at the present moment 
when.there is danger in the rush of 
its wonderful modern development of 
our city losing all touch. with its-his- 
toric past. 

The Art Commission, which has 
been so well administered and which 
has rendered such excellent service 
in vetoing bad works of art and in 
suggesting new models and designs, 
has merely a veto or negative. power; 
it has.no creative, constructive or 
designing power. .It is this latter 
function, possessed by similar memo- 
rial and art planning commissions in 
Washington and other cities, which 
New York imperatively needs, not 
only to put an end to what may be 
termed uncorrelated: memorial and 
artistie endeavor, but to consider and 
plan a correlated and historic de- 
velopment of the existing and future 
art works of the city of New York. 

Only through continuity and 
through securing the best profes- 
sional advice which the nation af- 
fords can New York expect to look 
forward to a unified memorial and 
art planning system such as long con- 
trolled the cities of the Old World 
and is now being exemplified in 
many other American cities. . This 
commission should be directly respon- 
sible to the City Government, name- 
ly, to the Mayor and the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment. It 
should have an annual appropriation 
sufficient to enable it: to employ 
the best experts to be found in 
the United States. The commission 
should be constituted on the five- 
year-term principle, elect its own 
chairman and control its own pro- 
ceedings, exactly as is now done by 
the American Museum, the Metro- 
politan “Museum and the Zoological 
Society, which boards, composed of 
city officers and volunteer citizens, 
have given the city of New York the 
best modern institutions of their 
kind in the world. 

The Bronx Parkway Commission, 
which has accomplished a most won- 
derful. work and is, unanimously 
praised, is a direct outgrowth of the 
Zoological Society movement. The 
superb parkway, with which every 
one in the city is delighted, is an 
exemplification of what could be ac- 
complished by a permanent memo- 
rial and art planning commission. 
One of the first matters to be taken 
up is ‘‘What shall New York do about 
the World War, memorial®’’ or, as it 
now: proves to be, ‘‘the world peace’’ 
memorial. Every New Yorker with 
any civic pride who goes abroad or 
even to. other. cities in this country 
must hang his head in shame at the 
complete failure of. the memorial 
movements which were started with 
such enthusiasm and promise imme- 
diately after the World War. 

I have urged the appointment of 
such a memorial and art planning 
commission on Mayor Walker ever 
since he first came into office, and 
knowing through. my experience on 
the Roosevelt Memorial Board of his 
enthusiasm for all projects of this| 
kind, I feel confident that the crea- 
tion of such a memorial and art 


support, provided he feels there is a 
general demand for it on.the.part of 
our citizens. 

It has been proved over and over 
again that the reports by temporary 
commissions such as that so ably 
presided over by Judge Morgan J. 
O’Brien last. year are soon lost sight 
of. What we need is the permanence 
and continuity which can be af- 
forded only .by a constructive and 
creative:)art planning commission 
under the proper leadership.

Just as she came over’ the edge of 
the field, Captain Schiegel came 
down-wind, and as soon as Miss Har- 
rell saw that he was taking the high- 
powered army plane under hers she 
came out of her slip so as to avoid 
the backwash of the larger planc. |

For his audiences .it is 
d . acted in the spacious man- 
ner. Even if you are prejudiced in 
favor of fantastic comedy, edged 
with Benaventian irony,.a man of 
Mr. Hampden’s seemly years may 
not appeal to you as well cast in a 
frolicsome; harlequinade part. Cer- 
tainly, his company lacks the divine 
effervescence. It all makes an eve- 
ning of random pleasures and res- 
ervations, 

According to Benavente, and his 
appreciative translator, the good and 
the bad in us are not two separate 
elements but a strangely human 
amalgam. When such rogues as 
Leander and Crispin find ‘themselves 
destitute, they defy fortune by pass- 
ing themselves off in some unnamed 
village as. master and man, engaged 
upon a secret mission. So extravagant 
is Crispin. in_ his fertile gasconades, 
that the innkeeper welcomes them 
obsequiously; and Leander and_his 
servant —— become the sensation 
of the village. They live, on credit, 
in a sweeping style. And they are on 
the point of paying all their debts 
out of a local rich man's pockets 
when Leander, falling in love with 
moneybag’s daughter, has scruples 
about marrying her under false pre- 
tenses. There is confusion in the 
town and a cry for justice. But let 
him who is without sin cast the first 
stone. Since none of the complainants 
are more virtuous than the roguish 
defendants, the maid is won honestly 
and the.comedy is agreeably con- 
cluded. 

Being frankly commedia dell’ arte 
in spirit ‘‘The Bonds of Interest” 
presupposes invention from the play- 
ers as -well as the author. Although 
Mr. Hampden seems, at least to this 
scribe, fatally cast in so impetuous 
and youthful a réle, he has con- 
structed the part with a good deal 
of craftsmanlike versatility. For Mr. 
Hampden is an actor with tempera- 
mental limitations who is yet willing 
to go beyond the strict “diocese of 
imitative realism. He speaks, not 
only so he can be understood, which 
is an uncommon virtue, but so that 
the significance of his lines:in under- 
stood. By a studied use of inflections 
and emphasis jn -speaking he can 
make reasonable compensation for a 
lack of humor in his own person- 
ality. He is free with gestures, agile 
about the stage; d-he builds u 
points in the stery: by elaborate busi- 
ness here and there. 

Although it May seem to you 
spirited more in craft than in nature, 
it is admirable technique—the re 
approach to this fanciful part. ne 
reason we. have $0 few plays in the 

ure mumming tradition is that we

Mr. Hampden’s company is not a 
little egregious in such a play.

A BRILLIANT PERFORMANCE 





The Artist Reveals an Almost Un- 
canny Gift of Movement Which 
Has Visual Tone. 





The hearty reception which greeted 
La Argentina last night in the Town 
Hall. at the first recital of her sec- 
ond American season showed unmis- 


takably the place she has made for 
herself not only in the respect and 
admiration of ew York audiences 
but in their affections as well. 
there was not the same breathless 
surprise that was in evidence at her 
début last season, there -was a deeper 
and more established enthusiasm 
that re the occasion an aspect of 
something besides brilliance. To be 
sure, bravos and cheering were 
again the order of the evening, flow- 
ers too profuse in number for the 
dancer to carry were offered in trib- 
ute and there were again those spon- 
taneous outbursts of vocal enthusi- 
asm at the end of almost every 
dance. 

Neither familiarity nor the passing 
of time have ‘served ‘to diminish in 
the least the wonder of an art so ex- 
quisitely built from every formal 
standpoint and yet so rich in sympa- 
thy and the qualities of human 
warmth. With the excitement of a 
sensational success such as hers. of 
last season out of the way, Mme. 
Argentina’s unapproachable art 
stands forth in even greater di- 
mensions. 

Of ‘her musicianship there ig little 
that has not already been said, and 
yet the full measure of justice has 
not been done. Mere rhythmic pat- 
tern, phrasing and melodic develop- 
ment, emotional color and subject- 
matter do not exhaust her channels 
of approach to her musical subjects, 
for she possesses an almost uncanny 
gift of movement which has visual 
tone, much as the music to which 
she dances has audible tone. If this 
was evident last season in the beau- 
tiful ‘‘Dance No. 5’’ of Granados, it 
is doubly so in the same composer’s 
“Danse des Yeux Verts’’ of this 
season.

“Uniform. Trust’ to Cive 
Wide Diversification. 


WILL. MINGLE INVESTMENTS 


Capital ‘of $5,000 Will Get Same’ 
Benefits of Management as 
$100,000 or More. 


Under a new ‘‘uniform trust’ plan 
announced yesterday “by the City 
Bank Farmers Trust Company, trust 
affiliate of the National City Bank 
of New York, any one with as little 
capital as $5,000 may obtain the same 
diversification and management for 
his funds as can the man who 
creates a living trust of $100,000 or 
more. ’ - —— i 


The plan, which was used ina 
somewhat different form by _ the 
Farmers Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, predecessor of the City Bank 
Farmers . Trust. Company, -provides 
for the mingling of the ds of the 
separate trust and the investment of 
the combined funds in, diversified 
vehicles. * 

Describing its operation, James H. 
Perkins, president of the trust com- 
pany, said yesterday: 

“The company will accept respon- 
sibility. for each individual’s funds 
under a trust agreement and will 
mingle these funds, the capital thus 
assembled: being invested in” highly 
diversified securities, with the in- 
vestments supervised by a.committee 
of executive officers and directors of 
| the trust company and subjected to a 
constant examination. Every in- 


value of the total fund will be shared 
proportionately by each person whose 
funds are mingled, and quarterly pay- 
ments, comparing favorably with re- 
turns from ordinary securities, will 
be made by the trust compat.” 

The company will have exclusive 
power to invest the moneys of the 
funds and under the terms of the 
trust contracts will be empowered 
to. enter. into. underwriting . agree- 
ments and in other ways find profit- 
able employment for the funds in its 
care. The trust agresments under 
‘which the funds will be operated 
; will be uniform,’ as the name of the 
plan indicates, and will provide for 
i revocation at any time, upon thirty 
days’ notice by either the maker or 
the trust company. 

Upon termination of the trust the 
beneficiary will receive his propor- 
jtionate share of the total amount 
then. constituting the aggregate 
mintvled fund. Although the trust is 
not transferable, the right of revoca- 
tion may be assigned, in this way 
enabling the beneficiary to borrow 
mone:, using the trust as collateral. 

The plan dificrs materially from 
that of the ordinary investme tt 
trust. There will be no shares to ke 
traded in upon the market nor can 
the trusts hoange hands, éxcept in 
being terminated. It is planned to 
pay quarterly dividends upon the 
funds invested in the trusts and at 
the periods ~6f these dividends the 
trust company will probably issue 
statements as to the financial posi- 
tion of the fund.
